The Wnirluj of Amulet*. 


Who woi o the fiibl amulet it would be 
p'-'SMble to sar, but tl.e adoption of a 


talisman to w.iKl off ovil is of very 
ancient origin. 


Pbylacleuea, the Greek word for amu- 


lets, were vroin by tbe Israelites, to 
which allusion is made in the Sonptures. 
These phylacteries wer? narrow strija 
of parchment on which were written 
passages fioiii the Old Testament. >A 
strip was i'! iced in a small leathern box 
and bound to the left elbow by a narrow 
stiap. There was a ttmaller phylactery 
for the foiehead, the bos for which was 
about an inch square. 


The word amulet is of Arabic origin, 


and implies a thing suspended. Amulets 
v/ero of vaiious kinds. The moonstone 
found in tho desert of Arabia was worn 
as a talisman against enchantment by 
the women, who suspended it around 
the neck. It was a w bile, transparent 
stone, the tirno for searching for it being

he headwater! ol the Carson and Traekee, 
by wbiob the excess watert ol the early 
Spring floods could be held lor use later in 
he season. 
Surveys have been made of a 


number of tb* more important of tbeae 
and they bave been reserved, or at least 
nob perilous of them as belong to the 
Jutted SUten, for reitrvolt purposes. 
Tuese reservoirs are described in the re- 
ports of tbe Irrigation Division of the 
Jnited States Geological Survey.

Dwpute* of thit obtr- 
aster are tattled sometime* by private ar- 
rangement, but more .often by recourse to 
tb* court*. Tb* expense ol law euits for 
tb* maintenance of water right* i* a heavy 
burden to tbe farmer, and there i* wide- 
spread -complaint of th* insecurity ol 
property, The necessity ol better methods 
of Kittling disputes and (if cotfirming ililea 
to th* an ol water It strongly intisted 
npou by the latmn, for h* U brgionlog to 
appreciate that tbe whole value of his land 
depends upon an absolute unimpeachable 
claim to sufficient water to rail* crops. If

Alba* be-a previously tkown there are 


reservoir sites in abundance, fluod waters 
to fill them, »nd vast tracts ol fertile Jauds 
needing tbe wattr. Beiidos these there,!* 
a legion ot irrigaton who are quarreling 
with each othsr for the possession of th* 
avail amount ol water available daring the 
critical feason ot the year. 
Why do theea 


men not davote their energies to aaving tbe 
flood Waters, thai improving their own 
laudl and making possible the development 
of vast additional tracts? The antwer to 
these questions leemt to lie in the fact 
that irrigation bat grown up without Buy 
system, each man or group of inigatori 
taking all the water to be bad ao<l earing 
little for tbe needi of others, 


On nearly every stream more water it 


claimed than is available, and were a. man 
or a corporation to ttore any of Ibe'flood 
waters and mtore them to the tlriam in 
time ol drought the question weald at 
once ar'te, to whom do these wateiilegolly 
belong and bow or* they to b* dis- 
tinguished from tboie that flow naturally? 
and, il the legal questions were tails- 
fautorily solved, then oome the far more 
difficult proWenu a; to the praotibllity er 
poiiibllity of tb* owner* ot tbit itored 
water actually recovering it, In short, be- 
fore any scheme can be lueoMiful it will b* 
necessary to ascertain not only the amount 
ol water uaturally flowing in tbe stream 
day by day and year by year and all legal 
claims to tbe water, bnt also the actual, 
usage ot tb* water by the different individ- 
uals and tbe amount which each shonld 
justly reorivi). There is a wide diicrcpanoy 
between the itmonnt of wattr to which a 
man Ie legally entitled and that wbiob be 
actually receives, lor big recorded claim 
mty glv* him more water than flows io the 
stream. 


Agricultural development, therefore, .by 


tbe nee of stored water must reat upon a 
cordial co-operation of »ll parties enjoying 
tbe use of water from the tame touroe. 
Tbe difficulty of snob co-operation ia fully 
appreciated by the people of Nevada, and 
many plans have been discussed for bring- 
ing this about either by State control of all 
waters, by the formation of district! ex- 
ercising certain powers, or by municipal 
ootporations working toward the tame end. 
The great stumbling block is tbe tact tbat 
so many indivldatlt ot different minds aud 
opinions-have property rights wblrth must 
be extinguished amicably or by the exejoite 
of the right of eminent domain.

Hon. J. f. Fonlkt has been granted a 


patent on a new windmill invented by him, 
which bat the merit ol being on an entirely 
new principle and will doubtless eventually 
become * valuable motor power in applied 
mechanics. In ill the windmills hitherto 
invented, the .inventor ha* stopped at one 
wheel. Mr. Foolkt' model is band upon 
an initial of two wheeli which rosy be 
duplicated at many timei ai desired with a 
proportionate increase ot power. 


A vertlole iron or itetl theft oT a belgbt 


according to the number of left £1'wheels 
to be and, li io3lot*d in a oyUnder which 
resti upon a turn table,. At the top. of (Ibe 
cylinder is a fan-ihsped wind gnsge which 
turns it sceordingts ,tbe windjilow*. 
At 


proper height upon the cylinder comet 


tbe first tet of wheels. They are tautened 
upon Opposite sides ot the cylinder, aoU, 
strange to relate, revolve in opposite direc- 
tions. 


Tbe wheeli themselves are constructed 


entirely different Irom tb* ordinary meeh- 
auism ot windmllljWheeli. Etch consists 
ol a broad, heavy metal rim . with wires 
running from th* outer edge to tbt axil. 
These wires on the rim ar* exactly the 
tame distance apart at tb* width ot tbe 
tire; but o ID verge together at the axle. 
Between each alternate set ol wire* on tb* 
opposite edges of tb* rim, Is stretched a 
itrong eaovaai film, whiob form tha taut 
ol tbe wheel.

At many sets of tbeie doable wheel* 


Each set repie- 
senting a proportionate Increase of power, 
The heavy rims of tht whteli act alto -la 
the nature ot fly wheels and tend to mike 
th* number ol revolutioni uniform.

There was a time— between 8,000 and 


8,000 yean ago— when it 'was as well 
worth while for a man to be a champion 
pugilist as it is now. Such a man was 
then appreciated at bfo fall value, even 
taking aa the measure of that value his 
own opinion of himself. He who could 
meet all comers at the Olympian games 
ceased thereafter to be an ordinary mor- 
tal. The government supported him for 
life, he was exempt from taxes, he had 
a free pass to all public entertainments, 
his name was engraved on marble tab- 
lets and his statue was erected in the 
sacred grove of Ella, beside the gold and 
ivory Jupiter of Phidias. The games 
themselves in which he had won honor 
formed epochs in history, by reference 
to which the dates of other events were 
fixed. 


Homer, in describing the games held 


by Achilles at the funeral of his friend, 
Patroclusftells how the hero put up as 
"prizes of the violent boxing match" a 
valuable mule, warranted sound, for the 
victor and for the vanquished a two 
handled cup. It was to be a free to all, 
go-as-you-please fight, and from all that 
appears no betting was allowed. 


Homer continues; "Forthwith arose 


a man great and valiant and skilled in 
boxing, Epeos, .son of Ponopeua, and 
laid his hand on the sturdy mule and 
said aloud: 'Let any one come and take

And as when beneath the north wind's 
ripple ft fish leapeth on a tangle covered 
beach, and then the black \vav» hideth 
it, so leaped tip Euryalus at that blow.
